The  Milligan  Basketball 
team  posted  another  banner 
year  under  rookie  head  coach 
Rick  Scruggs.  The  winning 
tradition  established  here  at 
Milligan  just  keeps  growing. 
The  Buffs  posted  a  24-11 
record  on  way  to  winning  the 
TVAC  regular  season 
Championship  outright  and 
also  reached  the  top  ten  in  the 
polls  at  one  point  (this  is  the 
highest  they  ever  have  been 
ranked).

The 
other  senior  privileged  us  with 
four  of  the  grittiest  years  of 
basketball  possible.  Jeff 
Lyons  was  the  Buffs  MVP  not 
just  for  his  unbelievable  hustle 
but  also  his  fine  skills.  Lyons 
was  second  on  the  team  in 
scoring  and  Milligan's  Mr. 
Clutch.  In  the  TVAC 
championship  game  Lyons 
had  one  of  the  greatest  efforts 
in  Milligan's  history.

The  1994-95  theatre  sea- 
son at  Milligan  College  once 
again  captured  the  hearts  and 
imaginations  of  its  audiences 
through  stellar  performances 
and  thought  provoking  produc- 
tions. The  Fall  production  of 
William  Nicholson's 
Shadowlands  featured  guest 
artist,  Dr.  Paul  Blowers,  of 
Emmanual  School  of  Religion 
in  a  captivating  portrayal  of 
C.S.Lewis.  The  start-studded 
cast  was  recognized  by  the 
American  College  Theater
